Minnesota Has a Jag Farm. 
The State of Minnesota has thvest- 
ed $260,000 In a “jag farm” for the 
reformation of drunkards, mien or 
women. 
Facing Iake Wilmar and at the 
side of a water tank with a capacity 
of 72,000 gallons, a hospital and cot- 
have been erected, equipped 
with tub baths, shower bathg and 
marble massage slabs in hydro-thera- 
peutic bathrooms. There the ‘water 
cure will he administered until the 
patient learns to like it. Thre will 
be no drugs and no liquor. But :every 
influence will be exerted to make the 
individual realize that he has ‘man- 
hood in him and that he is c le of 
controlling himself. i 
As a« starter, he will be and 
parbolled and rubbed and m 
to get as much alcohol out of'him as 
possible. Then every time he frels 4 
craving for drink he will be rushed to 
the hydro-therapeutic ! and 
put in a tub of water. 4 
“Drinking liquor is only a habit, 
and any person may be cured’ of a 
habit,” is the Minnesota theory. 
Any person who has been “jagged” 
three times within three years is: eligt- 


ble. 

In order that there might be no 
mistake as to what constitutes an in- 
ebriate, and as to just who should be 
sent to the “jag farm,” the Législa- 
ture included the following clause 
the act: 

The tnability of any person tq con- 
trol his appetite for intoxicating liquor 
shall be a ground for the appointment 
of guardians of his person, and. such 
guardians may be the superintendent 
of the hospital farm for inebriates and 
the State Board of Control. J 

The act provides that 2 per cent. of 
the saloon license tax shall go to the 
farm. The farm has room for fifty 
persons, and arrangements have been 
made to enlarge it so as to accommo- 
date 600 or 1000 if needed. Already 
enough applications have been made 
by courts for places for men, and 
women to more than fill the hospital. 
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& 
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The farm comprises 497 acres of 
land under cultivation, and this will 
give employment to the inmates. The 
buildings on the farm are thoroughly 
modern, with up-to-date equipment. 


Boulevard Work in Delaware. 

In 1911, T. Coleman Du Pont of 
Delaware undertook to build a first- 
class boulevard across the entire State 
without any cost to the State. For 
this purpose he organized a corpora- 
tion known as the Coleman Du Pont 
Road, incorporated under the genera! 
corporation law, and begati work. In 
acquiring the right of ways, develop- 
ing an organization, buying equip- 
ment, materials, supplies and in grad- 
ing and other construction work on 
right of ways acquired, Mr. Du Pont 
spent about $300,000, and the work 
had just begun to show progress when 
it was stopped by litigation which 
called in the question the constitu- 
tionality of the boulevard law. By 
reason of this litigation, under advice 
of attorneys, work on the road was 
stopped in April, last year. Work was 
stopped because the Iitigation, of 
course, attacked the validity of ev- 


exist. 

Since the work was stopped, Mr. 
Du Pont hag maintained the nucleus 
of his organization and preserved the 
equipment and materials at a con- 
stant monthly cost. In June, 
year, the Supreme Court of Dela- 
ware decided in favor of the consti- 
tutionality of the boulevard law, but 
those who oppose the boulevard ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court of the 
United States, and are not willing 
to ald in expediting a decision by that 
court. Mr. Du Pont has therefore 
asked the general assembly to take 
geome action whereby he may know 
whether a majority of the people of 
Delaware want a boulevard. If they 
don’t want it, he says he will at once 
take steps to restore the land, given 
or condemned, to the former owners 
and give up all therein 
title therete.”

COST OF THE BALKAN WAR. 


Nations Warring Against the Turks. 

[Denver Republican:] The cost In 
money to all the nations of the Bal- 
kan war has been millions upon mil- 
lions, and the expenses are all going 
upward day by day. The reports as 
to the killed and wounded include 
only the period up to the proclama- 
tien of the armistice. d 

England, of the great Europeag 
powers, not actually engagefi In the 
war, has escaped with the jeast ex- 
penditure. Almost ail the @xtra ex- 
penditures by the British government 
were for naval movements, and this 
outlay has been officially estimated at 
$200,000. There was no mobilization 
of troops by England. 

Exact figures from Belgrade are 
hard to get, but the following are 
partly official. The Servians contrib- 
uted 300,000 men. Of these 560,000 
stayed at home for service there. They 
lost 22,000 killed and wounded. Of 
these they assert only 4000 were killed 
and the rest wounded. 

The Bulgarians sent to the field 
300,000, with the 50,006 on the north- 
ern frontier. They lost in killed and 
wounded 80,000, and.at Kirk-Killaseh 
they lost 20,000.. 

The Montenegrins sent 75,000 men 
to the field, of whom they lost be- 
tween 660 Oand 7000. am 

The Greeks contributed © 126,000, 
tween 6600 and 7000. . 

Servia was spending $100,000 a day 
from October 18 to December 23, 
making $6,600,000.
